Carter Pushes 
Energy Program 
CANAL FULTON, Ohio (AP) - 
Charlie and R ichard Rohr, two 
bachelor brothers in their 70s, endure 
an austere existence on a ramshackle 
farm which is nonetheless often visited 
by photographers. 


Photographers and painters seek out 
the brothers for their craggy faces 
reminiscent of pioneers. Char he has 
even modeled for art classes at the 
Massillon Museum. 


But there’s nothing photogenic about 
the brothers’ surroundings. 


The farm of Charlie, 
79, 
and 
Richard, 76, has no running water or 
telephone. “The house looks like a pig 
pen,” Charlie said, grinning. 


“We were raised outside. We sweep 
the floors and wash the windows once 
in a while. And friends go grocery 
shopping for us twice a month. We 
used to have a car, but decided we 
didn’t want it anymore.” 


The farm has nine beef cattle, ll 
horses, and IOO chickens, a dog and a 
cat. Charlie still butchers and sells 
beef, sells eggs and takes horses for 
pasture. He gives away manure, 
walnuts and wood. He once sold a 
family collection of horse collars to 
people who wanted to make pic­ 
ture frames out of them. 


"My great-grandparents bought the 
log cabin, barn and 98 acres of land 
from some Indians,” Charlie said of a 
farm that dates back 200 years. “Two 
years later the Indians came back and 
wanted to buy it back. When the family 
refused, they walked off through the 
field like a bunch of turkeys, I was 
told.” 
Neither brother has traveled much 
— except to buy livestock in Tennessee 
and West Virginia. “I d get homesick if 
I left here,” Charlie observed. 
The log cabin was torn down after 
the farmhouse was built 69 years ago. 
The barn was in use until recent years 
when parts of it kept falling away. 
Charlie decided not to rebuild the 
barn, he said, “because you can’t take 
your money or your barn with you.”

Kreiner’s little sister was a Brownie 
Scout with the three murdered neigh­ 
bor girls. His mother helped cook for 
the grieving parents. Police, who had 
suspected the killer lived nearby, have 
charged the 16-year-old Kreiner with 
the stabbing deaths. 
Kreiner was to be arraigned today in 
Harundale District Court on first 
degree murder charges. Authorities 
said they proposed prosecution as an 
adult. 
Kreiner, tall, slightly built and a 
junior at Martin Spaulding High School 
in nearby Severn, was arrested 
Wednesday for the murders of 10-year- 
old Deborah Anne Hogan, her sister 
Theresa, 8, and their playmate. Ann 
Marie Brzeszkiewicz, also 8. 
The girls, who were to be buried 
together today, were found stabbed to 
death Monday morning in a shallow 
creek near their 
homes 
in 
this 
Baltimore suburb. 
Authorities, who would not disclose 
whether they had a motive for the 
killings, said two of the girls had been 
stabbed through their parkas at least 
40 times each. 
Although police had said earlier that 
they suspected the killer was someone 
in the victim s’ Southgate neigh­ 
borhood, news of young Kreiner’s 
arrest shocked neighbors. 
“I knew they were looking for 
someone in the neighborhood, but I 
never dreamed it could be Stu,” said 
C.G. Morningstar, who lives across the 
street from the Kreiner family. 
“He’s a good kid,” said Morningstar. 
“ He works hard and doesn’t run 
around like some teen-agers. He used 
to cut our grass. I don't have a son, but 
if I had one, Stu’s the kind I would pick 
out.” 
Robert Wilkes, a next-door neighbor 
of Ed and I .eons Kreiner, said his 
family had known the Kreiners since 
1965, when they lived near each other 
in Falls Church, Va. Until recently, the 
elder Kreiner was director of the

“Our kids grew up together,” said 
Wilkes. “Ed was always strict with his 
children. You’d never see them 
standing out on a corner after dark like 
other kids.

WASHINGTON (AP) — President 
Carter, opening a new campaign to 
save his staggering energy program, 
said today the oil and gas industry’s 
efforts to end federal price controls 
could lead to “the biggest ripoff in 
history.” 
C arter 
defended 
his 
energy 
program, which has fared poorly in 
Congress, saying his proposals on 
regulation of oil and natural gas prices 
are fair and offer the industry large 
and adequate incentives to produce 
new energy sources. 
Carter has proposed an increase in 
the government-controlled price of 
natural gas and has urged retaining 
domestic oil controls while taxing 
crude oil to restrain demand. 
But the oil and gas companies lob­ 
bying against his program “want it 
all,” Carter charged. The industry has 
lobbied heavily to get Congress to lift 
federal controls on prices. 
He said he still believes as he did 
when he introduced his program in 
April, that the nation’s energy 
challenge is “the moral equivalent of 
war.” 
But Carter charged in a nationally 
televised news conference that “as in 
the case of war there is potential war 
profiteering" in energy. 
He said his proposals still would 
increase petroleum industry profits 
from a current total of some $18 billion 
a year to about $100 billion a year by 
1985. 
But without the controls in his 
energy plan, Carter said, petroleum 
profits would leap to some $150 billion 
a year and the extra $50 billion raked 
in by the oil companies would not bring 
any additional oil or gas to the public. 
It would simply end up in the pockets 
of the oil companies, Carter said. 


Meanwhile, House and Senate 
conferees were ready to begin 
negotiations on resolving differences 
between energy plans passed by the 
two chambers. The House passed 
Carter’s energy plan almost intact. 
Sen. Henry Jackson, D-Wash., said 
conferees agreed W ednesday on

The Senate Finance Committee also 
continued its work on an energy tax 
bill which would give tax breaks to 
businesses and individuals who con­ 
serve energy.

Latest House Reform 
Plan Scuttled By 
Expenses Report 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A prominent 
House Republican says release of a 
report showing congressmen spent tax 
money for bar association dues and 
staff parties scuttled the latest House 
reform plan. 
Rep. John Anderson, R-Ill., said the 
report’s release “ pushed the buggy 
over the cliff.” Speaker Thomas P. 
O’Neill said the House had been driven 
by “a wave of resentment ... against 
reform.” 
The House voted 252 to 160 Wed­ 
nesday against considering the reform 
package, apparently dooming the 
measure for this year. 
The day before, the clerk of the 
House released a report detailing how 
congressmen spent their $2,000 annual 
“district allowance” in the first six 


months of this year. 
The accounts are meant to pay of­ 
ficial expenses outside Washington. 
The 
report 
showed 
some 
congressmen used the money for 
concert tickets, bar association dues, 
car insurance and even a rented 
tuxedo. 
After its release, one congressman 
said, legislators stood in the rear of the 
House cham ber “ and whispered 
among them selves 
(that) those 
reformers are always getting us in 
trouble.” 
Rep. David Obey, D-Wis., chairman 
of the commission that drafted the 
reform plan, said the vote represented 
a frustration with “the acid reign of 
criticism over the past number of 
years.” 
“ People are tired of having this 
institution shot at, sometimes for good 
reason, sometimes for lousy reasons,” 
he said. 
“This was an opportunity to vent 
frustration,” he said, and the resent­ 
ment “just exploded. ... Members had 
just had it.” 
The package drafted by the Com­ 
mission on Administrative Review 
would have changed the way the 
House’s $250 million operation is 
managed. The proposals would have 
stream lined 
day-to-day 
House 
operations 
by 
nam ing 
an 
ad­ 
ministrator, auditor and comptroller 
and by establishing a personnel office. 
The m easure also would have 
created a three-member committee to 
screen 
personnel 
com plaints. 
Congressional employes have com­ 
plained they are not protected from 
race, sex or job discrim ination 
because Congress exempted itself 
from civil rights laws. 
All 139 Republicans present voted 
against the plan. Some 113 Democrats 
opposed it despite pleas for support 
from O’Neill, who said, “ You’ll have to 
answer to the public. The public wants 
this place cleaned up.” 
Some Republicans, noting that 
certain perquisites would be expanded 
under the measure, said the “reform” 
would cost taxpayers $6 million. 
“The cynics were right," Anderson 
said. “ This isn’t reform. It’s higher 
allowances, more perquisites, more 
spending.”

Senate Is Redrawing Energy Bill 


NEW YORK <AP) - The stock 
market ran into more selling pressure 
today amid concern over the potential 
impact of rising interest rates. 
The Dow Jones average «>f 30 in­ 
dustrials, already at a ¿-month low 
after a loss of 16.28 points in the last 
two sessions, fell another 5.46 to 818.52 
in the first half hour today. 
Declines outnumbered advances by 
more than a 2-1 margin in the early 
tally of New York Stock Exchange- 
listed issues. 
Brokers noted fears that short term 
interest rates might have risen to the 
point of encouraging what Wall Street 
calls “ disintermeditation” -a flow of 
money out of stocks, bonds and savings 
accounts into such short term interest- 
bearing vehicles as Treasury bills. 
Rates on 30-day Treasury bills have 
climbed well above 6 per cent in the 
wake of recent credit-tightening by the 
Federal Reserve.

Legislature Works On Bill

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) — The 
House Ways and Means Committee 
has recommended approval of a 
rewritten bill that not only could at­ 
tract new industry to Ohio, but also 
persuade existing plants to remain in 
the state. 
“ This could just tip the scale in our 
favor, if an industry was thinking 
about going to another state,” said 
Chairman George D. Tablack, D-52 
Campbell, after his committee voted 
unanimously for passage Wednesday.

Explained To Boosters 


The need for the Logan Elm School 
District’s 3.5 m ill operating levy which 
will appear on the Nov. 8 ballot was 
explained at the Logan Elm Booster 
Club meeting held Monday evening at 
the school.

salary increases, etc., are voted upon 
in the future.” 
The issue appearing on the Nov. 8 
ballot for the Logan Elm School 
District is NOT a bond issue but an 
operating levy, the difference being: 
the monies derived from an operating 
levy tax are used to pay the daily costs 
of running a school district such as: 
salaries for all personnel, costs for 
heat and utilities, books, supplies and 
equipment, pupil transportation,

introduced by Rep. Robert J. Boggs, 
D-97 Jefferson, goes further. 
It eliminates from the 1976 tax law a 
requirement that at least a 4.35 per 
cent annual growth must occur in a 
county’s property tax base before 1978 
tax assessments are reduced from 48 
per cent of true value down to 46 per 
cent.

though a county’s tangible property 
tax base had not increased 4.35 per 
cent. 
In other words, local tangible 
property tax revenues for school 
districts conceivably could drop from 
one year to the next if there were no 
growth, for instance.

Here is the agriculture weather 
advisory for Ohio provided by the 
National Weather Service:

Another clear 
and cold night will produce frost in the 
northern areas away from Lake Erie 
and in the west central section of the 
state. Scattered frost is expected in 
low lying areas across the remainder 
of the stater Temperatures will warm a 
few degrees through Saturday, then 
more cold air is indicated by Sunday 
night. 
FIELD OPERATIONS - Good 
working conditions and steady drying 
of soils will continue through Friday. 
Some light wetting may occur with a 
front passing across the state Satur­ 
day, then clearing by Sunday night and 
cool and dry air should allow field 
work to continue early next week. 
GRAIN DRY DOWN — Corn and 
soybeans will lose moisture at a fairly 
fast seasonal pace through Friday, 
then drying will be very slow on 
Saturday and Sunday as the humidity 
increases and showers cross the state.

“Some people have approached me 
and told me that people listen to me, 
and that for my career I should look 
into politics. I’ve been reading up on a 
lot of things, but there’s still a lot of 
things worldwide that I’m ignorant 
about. 
“I read ‘Animal Farm’ (by George 
Orwell) and it says communism will 
make you crazy with power. Then I 
read Mao Tse-tung’s book, and I 
respect the man for what he did. 
“I’m not a Communist, though,” he 
added, laughing. 
Turning serious, Simpson said, 
“From everything I know about 
politics, somewhere along the way you 
have to comprombe yourself. I don’t 
think I could handle that.” 
Simpson’s popularity, demand and 
sexiness (named the nation’s “Most 
Watchable Man” by one women’s 
group) does have a drawback. 
“It puts a strain on my family life. 
There’s always gossip, and it can hurt 
your wife. You can’t let it affect your 
life. My wife and I don’t want to let a 
rumor change our lives,” he said. 
Simpson and wife Marquerite were 
believed to have had marital problems 
last year, when Sunpson asked the 
Buffalo Bills to trade him to the West 
Coast to be near hb family. He said 
things are fine now, and the couple 
recently had its third child, a second 
girl.

Billion Dollar Business

NEW YORK — One day a dozen 
years ago in southern California, a 
surfer became frustrated because the 
waves were too calm to pursue his 
sport. 


more. “ The difference,” claims Pat 
Casey, “ is the durability of materials. 
A cheaper board may last a month. A 
really costly one, $65 and up, will last 
indefinitely. With abuse.” 


With nothing better to do, he got a 
roller skate, attached a wooden 2 x 4 to 
it, hopped aboard and went careening 
down the street. 
That was the first “ skateboard” — 
now the focus of a billion-dollar in­ 
dustry with more than 20-million kids 
paying up to $200 each for the chance to 
spin their wheels. And the poor sucker 
who invented it (or suckeress — no one 
knows but what it was a girl) has faded 
into oblivion. According to some 
concerned parents, that's where his- 
her invention should go. 
Says one mother, “ Every time I see 
the kids standing on their heads on the 
skateboard, 
sailing 
down 
the 
driveway, I pray, ‘Dear God, let it only 
be a concussion!’ ” 
At first, in the mid-’60s when 
manufacturers began 
producing 
professional skateboards, it appeared 
to be only a California fad. The cover 
of Life Magazine in May, 1965, con­ 
firmed it was a hot craze. And, like 
most crazes, it was dropped with all 
the speed and suddenness of a hot 
potato — or, for that matter, a hoola 
hoop. 
“ It hit a peak in 1966, and then went 
down to absolutely nothing,” confirms 
Pat Casey, president of a company 
(Hobie Skateboards, Inc.), which 
began in November, 1975, with 
$150,000, and is grossing $13 million 
this year. ‘Then, in 1973, with the 
development of the urethane wheel, it 
suddenly bounced back. The original 
boards had clay wheels, which were 
noisy and would split when the kids 
tried to do tricks on them. The 
urethane brought the skateboard back 
from the dead.” 
As everyone knows, that American 
youth take a fancy to becomes a major 
injustry. And skateboarding is the 
latest and hottest. According to The 
Wall St. Journal (front page), there 
are now an estimated 60 parks around 
the country where kids can spend 
whatever money they have left over 
from their equipment to ride concrete 
runs that feature twists, dips and 
banks “ similar to miniature bobsled 
runs.” 
“ It’s a damn gold mine,” William 
Yates, owner of a skateboard park in 
Jacksonville, Fla., is quoted. 
The Journal points out, however, 
that like trampoline parks that fizzled 
in another era, there is a potential for 
losing money as fast as you can zip 
down a concrete maze. The con­ 
struction costs are high, and com­ 
petition is heavy; “ one Florida park 
operator saw attendance drop to 35 a 
day from 400 after a new, more 
elaborate park opened in town.” 
On the East and West Coasts, 
thousands of youngsters are using 
skateboards instead of bikes. And to 
buy a skateboard can cost con­ 
siderably less than a bicycle (some are 
available under $20), or considerably

skateboards. And themselves, while 
skating. At least 13 skateboard deaths 
are on record, and injuries are so 
numerous that major insurers will not 
sell liability insurance to the parks. 


“ This is why we came out with 
safety equipment,” says Casey, during 
a break while showing his line of 
helmets, gloves, knee-, hip- and wrist- 
guards at the National Sporting Goods 
show in Manhattan. “ And why we have 
teams touring the parks, giving safety 
clinics. Let’s face it, when you fall off a 
skateboard onto concrete or asphalt, 
it’s tougher than falling off a surfboard 
into water. You’ve got to know how to 
tumble.” 
The Middle West of America is still 
“ virgin territory” as far as the 
skateboard industry is concerned. 
“ The Midwest has been conservative 
about the trend for years. Just now, a 
few stores are beginning to buy the less 
expensive models. But it’s still a 


Northeast. Southeast and Western 
sport — with California still the 
leader,” says Casey. 
“ And let me add, it is really a sport 
today. It used to be a gimmick, a toy, 
but now all the equipment is carried in 
sporting goods stores and depart­ 
ments. And skateboarding is growing 
in other countries. We expect that it 
will play a part in the 1984 Olympics. 
We’d like to see competition in the 1980 
Olympics, but that may be a bit too 
early.” 
Amazingly, there has been no 
organized opposition to the sport of 
skateboarding, even though — with no 
official safety commission to set down 
rules — youngsters are often seen 
skateboarding down icy hills and along 
city thoroughfares. 
The Journal article quotes one 
mother as not particularly worrying 
about her 14-year-old son; “ He’s about 
as safe on this board as he would be 
playing football.” 
But when they visualize 20 million 
young football players zipping at 20 
mph down the hills, byways and 
roadways of the land, unsupervised — 
some 
parents 
don’t 
sleep 
too 
peacefully. 
Federal Judge Issues 
Restraining O rder 
A gain st Ted Brown 


COLUMBUS, 
Ohio 
(A P) 
- 
Secretary of State Ted W. Brown has 
been restrained by a federal judge 
from going ahead with his plans to 
prescribe Ohio’s Nov. 8 ballot and from 
seeking to “ destroy or replace” the 
Ohio league of Women Voters. 
The prohibitions came Tuesday from 
U.S. District Court Judge Don Young, 
who signed the temporary order in 
Toledo at the request of William Boyle 
and others, including a member of the 
league. 


Boyle is a Democratic member of 
the Lucas County Board of Elections 
and the county’s Democratic chair­ 
man. He declined to comment on the 
litigation which involves Republican 
Brown’s handling of the hotly con­ 
tested Issue 1 on the November ballot. 
It seeks to repeal the state’s new 
instant voter registration law enacted 
earlier this year by the Democrat- 
controlled legislature. 


Brown, not having seen the order, 
also said he would withhold comment 
except for portion of it that involved 
the manner in which he chose to place 
Issue 1 on the ballot. 
Boyle’s attorney, Gerald Lackey of 
Toledo, contended Brown placed 
“ undue emphasis” on Issue 1 by 
capitalizing certain portions and 
underlining others, and also by 
providing the complete text of the 
repealer in addition to a voter’s 
summary. This, he did not do for the 
other three amendments on the ballot,

Boyle’s petition noted. 
Brown said he did so on Issue 1 
because, unlike the other three 
amendments, it makes proposed 
changes in existing language in the 
Ohio Constitution. The other three, he 
said, 
adds 
“ completely 
new 
language.” Brown said he has always 
prescribed ballots in this fashion, and 
had explained his reasons prior to the 
Tuesday court action. 
The secretary of state, Ohio’s top 
elections official for the past quarter 
century, said he does not know what 
effect the litigation may have on the 
printing of ballots for the election, now 
less than a month away. He said he 
would seek to have the order lifted in 
an appeals court, if necessary. 
Boyle filed his request in the court of 
U.S. District Court Judge Nicholas 
Walinski, but he is absent on appeals 
court business this week and the case 
was assigned to Young for preliminary 
hearing. 
Young is the nephew of former 
Democratic Sen. Stephen M. Young of 
Cleveland, a longtime political foe of 
Brown. A court spokesman said a 
hearing to make the order permanent 
will be held in Walinski’s court, with 
the date to be set in the next 10 days. 
L-ackey said the portion of the order 
involving the League of Women Voters 
resulted from a letter Brown sent out 
last month to the county boards of 
election. In it, he deplored certain 
actions of the organization in fighting 
repeal, and accused it of abandoning 
its traditional role of nonpartisanship. 
Brown’s letter suggested to local 
boards that the league, as an advocate 
of the highly 
partisan 
instant 
registration law, 
has 
shed 
its 
traditional nonpartisan role and should 
be replaced. 
Tuesday’s order prohibits Brown 
from using his office to try to “ destroy 
or replace the league of Women 
Voters.”

Far too many people spend their 
lives “ dying” of diseases that they’re 
never going to have. Many even pat­ 
tern their lives around what they think 
is the inevitability of a particular 
illness. 
Fear itself is an illness that can be 
chronic and disabling. Once you have 
laid out a preventive program for good 
health you will give yourself a great 
advantage if you seek the guidance of a 
psychologist or a psychiatrist to whom 
you can express the intensity of the 
fears that now beset you. 
It is astonishing how quickly fear 


can be dissipated by simply bringing it 
out in the open, through the process of 
talking it out. For fear seems to grow 
when it is hidden. When brought out 
into the light, its intensity is im­ 
mediately minimized. 
Reducing the possibility of stroke is 
now part of preventive medicine. High 
blood pressure is considered to be the 
greatest single factor in cerebral 
vascular disease (strokes). 
Early recognition and consistent 
treatment of high blood pressure can 
greatly reduce the frequency and 
severity of strokes. I say “ consistent 
treatment” because far too many 
people with known high blood pressure 
fail to stay on a regimen of treatment. 
When they think that they have had 
enough medicine they will stop taking 
the

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WASHINGTON (AP) - A new

Billion D ollar Business

NEW YORK — One day a dozen 
years ago in southern California, a 
surfer became frustrated because the 
waves were too calm to pursue his 
sport. 


With nothing better to do, he got a 
roller skate, attached a wooden 2 x 4 to 
it, hopped aboard and went careening 
down the street. 
That was the first “skateboard” — 
now the focus of a billion-dollar in­ 
dustry with more than 20-million kids 
paying up to $200 each for the chance to 
spin their wheels. And the poor sucker 
who invented it (or suckeress — no one 
knows but what it was a girl) has faded 
into oblivion. According to some 
concerned parents, that’s where lus­ 
her invention should go. 
Says one mother, “Every time I see 
the kids standing on their heads on the 
skateboard, 
sailing 
down 
the

(Hobie Skateboards, Inc.), which 
began in November, 1975, with 
$150,000, and is grossing $13 million 
this year. ‘Then, in 1973, with the 
development of the urethane wheel, it 
suddenly bounced back. The original 
boards had clay wheels, which were 
noisy and would split when the kids 
tried to do tricks on them. The 
urethane brought the skateboard back 
from the dead.” 
As everyone knows, that American 
youth take a fancy to becomes a major 
injustry. And skateboarding is the 
latest and hottest. According to The 
Wall St. Journal (front page), there 
are now an estimated 60 parks around 
the country where kids can spend 
whatever money they have left over 
from their equipment to ride concrete 
runs that feature twists, dips and 
banks “similar to miniature bobsled 
runs.” 
“It’s a damn gold mine,” William 
Yates, owner of a skateboard park in 
Jacksonville, Fla., is quoted. 
The Journal points out, however, 
that like trampoline parks that fizzled 
in another era, there is a potential for 
losing money as fast as you can zip 
down a concrete maze. The con­ 
struction costs are high, and com­ 
petition is heavy; “one Florida park 
operator saw attendance drop to 35 a 
day from 400 after a new, more 
elaborate park opened in town.” 
On the East and West Coasts, 
thousands of youngsters are using 
skateboards instead of bikes. And to 
buy a skateboard can cost con­

“This is why we came out with 
safety equipment,” says Casey, during 
a break while showing his line of 
helmets, gloves, knee-, hip- and wrist- 
guards at the National Sporting Goods 
show in Manhattan. “And why we have 
teams touring the parks, giving safety 
clinics. Let’s face it, when you fall off a 
skateboard onto concrete or asphalt, 
it’s tougher than falling off a surfboard 
into water. You’ve got to know how to 
tumble.”

Restraining O rder 
Against Ted Brown

Secretary of State Ted W. Brown has 
been restrained by a federal judge 
from going ahead with his plans to 
prescribe Ohio’s Nov. 8 ballot and from 
seeking to “destroy or replace” the 
Ohio League of Women Voters. 
The prohibitions came Tuesday from 
U.S. District Court Judge Don Young, 
who signed the temporary order in 
Toledo at the request of William Boyle 
and others, including a member of the 
league. 
Boyle is a Democratic member of 
the Lucas County Board of Elections 
and the county’s Democratic chair­ 
man. He declined to comment on the 
litigation which involves Republican 
Brown’s handling of the hotly con­ 
tested Issue I on the November ballot. 
It seeks to repeal the state’s new 
instant voter registration law enacted 
earlier this year by the Democrat- 
controlled legislature. 
Brown, not having seen the order, 
also said he would withhold comment 
except for portion of it that involved 
the manner in which he chose to place 
Issue I on the ballot. 
Boyle’s attorney, Gerald Lackey of 
Toledo, contended Brown placed 
“undue emphasis” on Issue I by 
capitalizing certain portions and 
underlining others, and also by 
providing the complete text of the 
repealer in addition to a voter’s 
summary. This, he did not do for the 
other three amendments on the ballot, 
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Boyle’s petition noted. 
Brown said he did so on Issue I 
because, unlike the other three 
amendments, it makes proposed 
changes in existing language in the 
Ohio Constitution. The other three, he 
said, 
adds 
“ completely 
new 
language.” Brown said he has always 
prescribed ballots in this fashion, and 
had explained his reasons prior to the 
Tuesday court action. 
The secretary of state, Ohio’s top 
elections official for the past quarter 
century, said he does not know what 
effect the litigation may have on the 
printing of ballots for the election, now 
less than a month away. He said he 
would seek to have the order lifted in 
an appeals court, if necessary.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Patricia 
McKay Baker thinks people should be 
what nature intended them to be and 
should like themselves. 
It is her way of saying fat people 
should feel good about themselves. 
At 5-foot, 8-inches and 200 pounds, 
Mrs. Baker is a clinical psychologist 
and teaching a course called ‘‘Sur­ 
viving Overweight” at the Ohio State 
University this fall. 
The creamy complexioned brunette 
leans to the theory that ‘‘People should 
be able to be whatever nature in­ 
tended; they should be comfortable 
with that and not be discriminated 
against; and they shouldn’t dislike 
themselves because they don’t look 
like Farrah Fawcett-Majors.” 
Mrs. Baker holds a PhD from Ohio 
State but only 
recently began 
specializing in eating and weight 
disorders in her private practice. 
‘‘I kept waiting until I got thin; then I 
realized I’d never do it if I waited for 
that,” she explained. 
Some people, she said, can’t help 
being fat. ‘‘It’s their physiological 


makeup, an inherited predisposition to 
heaviness, and the prejudices against 
them in our society are so strong, it’s a 
brainwash,” she said. 
Dr. Baker is not opposed to dieting. 
She said she is on one most of the time 
herself. But she opposes crash or fad 
diets. 
‘‘You may lose, but you’ll just put it 
back on and maybe end up weighing 
even more than when you started,” she 
said. She advocates a balanced, slow- 
to-lose diet combined with changing

eating habits and life-style to lose 
weight. 
Some of her tips for overweight 
survival include ‘‘like yourself. Do 
what you want to do. Come out of the 
closet. 
‘‘Don’t swallow this culture’s con­ 
cept that you are immoral and a 
glutton because you are fat. Stop 
feeling inferior. Feel good about the 
things you do well.” 
Dr. Baker has traced the history of 
thin vs. fat people back to Greek and 
Roman times. She noted that ‘‘fat was 


in” during the i9th century’s back-to- 
natural movement. Thin came in about 
the time of the first World War. 
‘‘The diet industry got started and 
helps strengthen the prejudices,” she 
said. “The fashion industry favors the 
thin because it takes less material to 
clothe them. 
“But logically, it seems to me there, 
will be a swing back. Thinness can’t go 
much farther . . . 
“That’s just people making them­ 
selves into something they’re not built 
for.”

Embro iled in nu mero u s capital 
punishment co ntro v ersies o v er the 
past fiv e y ears, the justices agreed 
Tuesday to decide whether the death 
penalty ®is a v alid punishment fo r 
perso ns co nv icted o f mu rder under so - 
called felo ny mu rder o r “ no n- 
triggerman” laws. 


The laws, o n the bo o ks in each o f the 
33 states that hav e death penalty 
pro v isio ns, mo st o ften make a perso n 
liable fo r murder upo n co nv ictio n o f a 
crime in which so meo ne dies — ev en 
tho ugh the defendant may no t hav e 
do ne the actual killing. 


While no o ne appears to hav e an 
accu rate co unt o f ho w many o f the 400 
death ro w inmates acro ss the natio n 
will be affected by the co u rt’s ev entual 
decisio n, leading atto rney s o ppo sed to 
capital punishment said Tuesday that 
the to tal co uld represent a significant 
percentage. 
Fo r ex ample, fiv e o f the 14 perso ns 
o n Alabama’s death ro w were co n­ 
demned to death fo r murder in crimes 
in which they were no t the actu al 
killers. 


The high co urt agreed to hear the 
appeal o f Sandra Lo ckett o f Akro n, 
Ohio , sentenced to die in the electric 
chair fo r the 1975 sho o ting death o f 


Akro n pawnbro ker Sidney Co hen.

—Agreed to decide whether it is 
prejudicial fo r judges to warn juries in 
criminal cases no t to co nsider whether 
a defendant testifies in his o wn behalf. 
The warning is traditio nal. 
—Ruled that co mmunities hav e a 
right to prev ent co mmuters fro m 
parking in residential neighbo rho o ds. 
The decisio n upheld a parking ban in 
Arlingto n Co unty , Va., but the ruling 
also wo uld apply in o ther areas.

Supreme Court soon will decide 
whether states can put to death con­ 
victed “murderers” who never took a 
life. 
Embroiled in numerous capital 
punishment controversies over the 
past five years, the justices agreed 
Tuesday to decide whether the death 
penalty/is rn valid punishment for 
persons.Convicted of mudder under so­ 
called felony murder or “non- 
triggerman” laws. 


The laws, on the books in each of the 
33 states that have death penalty 
provisions, most often make a person 
liable for murder upon conviction of a 
crime in which someone dies — even 
though the defendant may not have 
done the actual killing. 
While no one appears to have an 
accurate count of how many of the 400 
death row inmates across the nation 
will be affected by the court’s eventual 
decision, leading attorneys opposed to 
capital punishment said Tuesday that 
the total could represent a significant 
percentage. 
For example, five of the 14 persons 
on Alabama’s death row were con­ 
demned to death for murder in crimes 
in which they were not the actual 
killers. 
The high court agreed to hear the 
appeal of Sandra Lockett of Akron, 
Ohio, sentenced to die in the electric 
chair for the 1975 shooting death of

In past articles I ’ve touched mainly 
on the good side of things in Derby. 
This is about a problem which it seems 
has been and always will be with us. 
Home made “ com squeezins" or 
moonshine was common among the 
early settlers here as elswhere and 
was often sold to the Indians and 
frequently led to bloody conflicts. The 
first temperance society met in 
Philadelphia in 1836. During the Civil 


War, the North and South were so busy 
fighting it was almost forgotten. In 
1862 the U.S. started licensing and 
collecting taxes from all liquor sales. 
The Prohibition Party dated from 1869. 
The 
first 
WCTU 
originated 
in 
Hillsboro, Ohio in 1873, headed by 
Frances Willard, its president till 1898 
to promote abstinence and to abolich 
sale of liquor. Championed by Carrie 
Nation, a middle aged widow whose 
husband had died from alcoholism, she 
and her colloeagues raided saloons 
across the country; with swinging 
axes, they wreaked havoc, sang 
hymns, and held prayer meetings in 
these saloons leaving only destruction 
behind. 
This resulted in the Prohibition Law, 
in effect from January, 
1920 to 
December, 1933 forbidding sales and 
asking of intoxicating beverages in the 
U.S. This law fell far short of its in­ 
tended purpose and ended in dismal 
failure. It led instead to gangster wars 
who did such a thriving business that 
these gangs fought for the right to sell 
booze in certain areas. The bootleg 
business was wide open during the 
Roaring twenties and the thirties rum, 
bootleg liquor, and bathtub gin, so 
named because it was so simple to 
make — they actually mixed alcohol, 
water, and flavor in bathtubs and sold 
it at great profit. The gang wars 
resulted in so much bloodshed that 
there was a great threat to life and 
property of innocent citizens. The F B I 
was established with its famous G — 
men who captured and jailed the thugs 
responsible, those who weren’t dead, 
that it. 
The WCTU gradually began to fade. 
Even though all the bloody encounters 
had been so far reaching as to affect 
even the smallest towns and villages in 
the country. 
There has always been provision for 
women's organizations in the Church, 
and ours had a WCTU society at one 
time. In this town alone at that time, 
there were three bootleggers each 
doing a lucrative business here. 
It 
was 
not 
uncommon 
to 
be 
awakened at 3 a.m. by the rattle of 
glass jugs on the back of a truck on the 
way to be filled and later sold. One 
such night, a truck went off the road, 
ended up in a ditch, and next morning 
the truck was gone, but glass was 
strewn all over the place. And did you 
know that somewhere under Derby 
streets one operator had a secret 
dugout, where the whole moonshine 
operation was carried out, still and all. 
And why not? Times were very hard, 
money even more scarce and no 
employment. And no income tax to 
report. 
At one time, my father who did 
metal work of all kinds, had his liie 
threatened because he refused to 
repair a leaky copper still for an 
operator. He was offered a large sum, 
but he, refused and kept his shot-gun 
handy till the threat was no longer 
eminent. 
A popular song then was “ Pass 
Around The Bottle and We’ll All Have 
A Drink” much of which actually went 
on behind the scenes, much to the 
consternation of the wives and their 
families. 
Alcoholism is no fun to its victims 
nor to their families. It has led to 
broken homes, and disaster in general. 
It is now considered a disease and 
most communities have agencies to 
help cope with the problem. There are 
still a few stills in operation today in 
the U.S. Most recent in this area is 
probably one which was staked out, 
raided, and confiscated, in a wooded

Ohio Economy Receives 
$75 Million Boost

Confirmation that Honda Motor Co., 
I Ad., will build a motoreyle assembly 
plant near Marysville, plus two other 
industrial 
development 
an­ 
nouncements, gave Ohio’s economy a 
$75 million shot in the arm Tuesday. 
In Middletown, Diamond Inter­ 
national Corp. announced it would 
spend $25 million over the next two 
years to expand its southwestern Ohio 
facilities. 
And Ashland Oil broke ground for a 
$25 million expansion of its north­ 
eastern Ohio facility in Canton to 
increase production of unleaded 
gasoline. 
The $25 million Marysville facility, 
which will employ 500 persons, is the 
first Honda plant in the United States. 
Honda’s announcement had been 
anticipated after disclosure late last 
month that it had been negotiating for 
the initial 217-acre site with Cincinnati 
industrialist Ralph J. Stolle. a friend of 
Gov. James A. Rhodes. 
“ He is selling it (the land) at cost," 
Rhodes said Tuesday, adding that 
Stolle will not recover taxes paid on the 
property or benefit as a result of its 
increased value. 
The state is investing about $2.5 
million for public improvements in the 
plant area. “ We would do the same for 
any industry," Rhodes said. 
Diamond announced Tuesday that it 
would add 50,000 square feet to its No. 2 
board mill in Middletown over the next 
two years. 
The 
plant now 
employes 
645 
workers. Officials could not estimate 
how many new jobs would be created 
by the expansion. 
“ We will start to remodel...by the 
end of this year,” said William J. 
Koslo, president and chief executive 
officer. “ We anticipate that the entire 
restructuring and equipment program 
should be completed by the fall of 
1979.” 
The Ashland Oil expansion is 
scheduled to begin production 
in 
January 1979. The company said the 
addition probably would not create

Ohio Economy Receives 
$75 M illion Boost 


War, the North and South were so busy 
fighting it was almost forgotten. In 
1862 the U.S. started licensing and 
collecting taxes from all liquor sales. 
The Prohibition Party dated from 1869. 
The first WCTU 
originated 
in 
Hillsboro, Ohio in 1873, headed by 
Frances Willard, its president till 1898 
to promote abstinence and to abolich 
sale of liquor. Championed by Carrie 
Nation, a middle aged widow whose 
husband had died from alcoholism, she 
and her colleagues raided saloons 
across the country; with swinging 
axes, they wreaked havoc, sang 
hymns, and held prayer meetings in 
these saloons leaving only destruction 
behind. 
This resulted in the Prohibition Law, 
in effect from January, 1920 to 
December, 1933 forbidding sales and 
asking of intoxicating beverages in the 
U.S. This law fell far short of its in­ 
tended purpose and ended in dismal 
failure. It led instead to gangster wars 
who did such a thriving business that 
these gangs fought for the right to sell 
booze in certain areas. The bootleg 
business was wide open during the 
Roaring twenties and the thirties rum, 
bootleg liquor, and bathtub gin, so 
named because it was so simple to 
make — they actually mixed alcohol, 
water, and flavor in bathtubs and sold 
it at great profit. The gang wars 
resulted in so much bloodshed that 
there was a great threat to life and 
property of innocent citizens. The FBI 
was established with its famous G — 
men who captured and jailed the thugs 
responsible, those who weren’t dead, 
that it. 
The WCTU gradually began to fade. 
Even though all the bloody encounters 
had been so far reaching as to affect 
even the smallest towns and villages in 
the country. 
There has always been provision for 
women’s organizations in the Church, 
and ours had a WCTU society at one 
time. In this town alone at that time, 
there were three bootleggers each 
doing a lucrative business here. 
It 
was 
not 
uncommon 
to 
be 
awakened at 3 a.m. by the rattle of 
glass jugs on the back of a truck on the 
way to be filled and later sold. One 
such night, a truck went off the road, 
ended up in a ditch, and next morning 
the truck was gone, but glass was 
strewn all over the place. And did you 
know that somewhere under Derby 
streets one operator had a secret 
dugout, where the whole moonshine 
operation was carried out, still and all. 
And why not? Times were very hard, 
money even more scarce and no 
employment. And no income tax to 
report. 
At one time, my father who did 
metal work of all kinds, had his life 
threatened because he refused to 
repair a leaky copper still for an 
operator. He was offered a large sum, 
but he, refused and kept his shot-gun 
handy till the threat was no longer 
eminent. 
A popular song then was “Pass 
Around The Bottle and We’ll All Have 
A Drink” much of which actually went 
on behind the scenes, much to the 
consternation of the wives and their 
families. 
Alcoholism is no fun to its victims 
nor to their families. It has led to 
broken homes, and disaster in general. 
It is now considered a disease and 
most communities have agencies to 
help cope with the problem. There are 
still a few stills in operation today in 
the U.S. Most recent in this area is 
probably one which was staked out, 
raided, and confiscated, in a wooded

Confirmation that Honda Motor Co.,

nouncements, gave Ohio’s economy a 
$75 million shot in the arm Tuesday. 
In Middletown, Diamond Inter­ 
national Corp. announced it would 
spend $25 million over the next two 
years to expand its southwestern Ohio 
facilities. 
And Ashland Oil broke ground for a 
$25 million expansion of its north­ 
eastern Ohio facility in Canton to 
increase production of unleaded 
gasoline. 
The $25 million Marysville facility, 
which will employ 500 persons, is the 
first Honda plant in the United States. 
Honda’s announcement had been 
anticipated after disclosure late last 
month that it had been negotiating for 
the initial 217-acre site with Cincinnati 
industrialist Ralph J. Stolle, a friend of 
Gov. James A. Rhodes. 
“He is selling it (the land) at cost,” 
Rhodes said Tuesday, adding that 
Stolle will not recover taxes paid on the 
property or benefit as a result of its 
increased value. 
The state is investing about $2.5 
million for public improvements in the 
plant area. “We would do the same for 
any industry,” Rhodes said. 
Diamond announced Tuesday that it 
would add 50,000 square feet to its No. 2 
board mill in Middletown over the next 
two years. 
The plant now employes 645 
workers. Officials could not estimate 
how many new jobs would be created 
by the expansion. 
“We will start to remodel...by the 
end of this year,” said William J. 
Koslo, president and chief executive 
officer. “We anticipate that the entire 
restructuring and equipment program 
should be completed by the fall of 
1979.” 
The Ashland Oil expansion is 
scheduled to begin production in 
January 1979. The company said the 
addition probably would not create

Louisiana Antebellum 
M ansion Being Rebuilt 


ST. FRA N C ISVILLE, La. (A PI - 
Those who think they don’t build 
houses like they used to ought to meet 
Walton and Richard Barnes. They’re 
rebuilding an antebellum landmark in 
a forest in south Ixausiana almost 
exactly as it was constructed in the 
1830s 


The mansion is Greenwood, a once- 
splendid plantation that survived the 
Civil War but burned to the ground 
after it was struck by lightning in 
August 1960. Eight years later, the 
father and son bought the hulking shell 
of 28 Doric columns and little else. 


" I remember that day well,” said 
Richard Barnes. "Dad came out here 
and took a look at the columns.... Once 
he learned that they were stable and 
solid, he said very quietly, ‘Well, we’ll 
just build it back.” ’ 


Since no original plans for the house 
were available, the Bameses reliad on 
hundreds of old photographs and the 
memories^ of those who lived in 
Greenwood or had visited the mansion. 


" It ’s really been fascinating to see 
the things people thought were in­ 
teresting enough to photograph,” 
Richard Barnes said. "They took 
pictures of single chairs and sections 
of mantels and sometimes just a 
comer of one room. One fellow must 
have lain flat on his back on the floor 
because he sent us a fine photograph of 
one of the ceiling medallions.” 
The original house, built by slave 
labor, was a slightly offbalance 85 feet 
by 87 feet. Nothing inside was a 
standard size and no two columns 
outside were the same distance apart. 
It had a parlor, library, music room, 
morning room and butler's pantry on 
the first floor and six bedrooms on the 
second. All the rooms had 14-foot 
ceilings. Wide central hallways 
divided the floors and massive 
mahogany stairways connected them. 
An enormous glass enclosure topped 
the third floor. 
All of that will be in the new 
Greenwood. 
The younger Barnes, a clerk in his 
father’s Baton Rouge law office, plans 
to live in the mansion with his wife and 
newborn baby. Eventually he wants to 
open its rooms to the public, like other 
nearby restored mansions.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — A Rhodes 
Administration proposal to divide the 
Department of Mental Health and 
Mental Retardation into two distinct 
cabinet agencies has been put on the 
shelf, for the time being at least. 


In his State of the State message last 
January, Gov. James A. Rhodes urged 
lawmakers to establish separate 
cabinet-level departments for mental 
health and mental retardation. 


"This will provide for greater ac­ 
countability and more effective ad­ 
ministration of each program,” 
Rhodes said. 


Ten months later, legislation to 
accomplish the reorganization has yet 
to be introduced in the General 
Assembly 
and 
MHMR 
Director 
Timothy B. Moritz says the proposal 
has "temporarily been put on the back 
burner.” 


Moritz said he was reluctant to 
commit "hundreds of hours of staff 
time” toward developing a major bill 
for a legislature preoccupied with the 
state’s $14.5 billion budget. 
The spending plan, with $616 million 
for mental health and retardation, has 
since been approved, and Moritz ex­ 
pects the reorganization bill to be 
introduced next year. 
Rhodes, apparently, is still sold on 
the concept. 
At a speech last week to the Mental 
Health Association of Ohio, he said: 
“ Even within the Department of 
Mental Health and Mental Retar­ 
dation, there has been intense pressure 
to correct gross historic inequities and

“ It's really been fascinating to see

pictures of single chairs and sections 
of mantels and sometimes just a 
comer of one room. One fellow must 
have lain flat on his back on the floor 
because he sent us a fine photograph of 
one of the ceiling medallions.”

Nothing inside was a 
standard size and no two columns 
outside were the same distance apart. 
It had a parlor, library, music room, 
morning room and butler's pantry on 
the first floor and six bedrooms on the 
second.

Wide central hallw ays 
divided the floors and m assive 
mahogany stairways connected them. 
An enormous glass enclosure topped 
the third floor.

At the conclusion of a revival 
meeting run by an itinerant preacher, 
police officers placed him under 
arrest. They said he had failed to 
register at City Hall, as required for 
the soliciation of funds. 
But in a court hearing he said he had 
done no soliciting. 
“I never ask for money at my 
meetings,” he said. “All the donations 
that come in are ‘free-will offerings.’ ” 


However, the evidence indicated 
that the preacher had gotten the 
money message across plainly, if only 
by implication. He had even passed out 
“twenty-five dollar envelopes” to his 
listeners. Result: a verdict of guilty. 
A wide variety of statutes have been 
passed to keep fund-raising honest. 
Within reason, the courts have upheld 
governmental regulations covering the 
solicitation of charity. 
Traditional doctrines of the criminal 
law have also been invoked to protect 
the public. 
In another case a fund-raiser for a 
hospital told a prospective donor that 
every penny of his gift would go for 
medical needs. In fact, under the fund­ 
raiser’s deal with the hospital, he was 
pocketing seventy-five per cent of 
everything he collected. 
A court ruled later that although 
raising money for a hospital was a 
worthy cause, the man had committed 
the crime of “obtaining money by false 
pretenses.” 
On the other hand, courts are wary 
of treading on civil or religious rights. 
One city passed a law requiring 
fund-raisers not only to register but 
also to get an official seal of approval 
on their particular charity. And the 
city could turn down any charity for 
any reason — or for no reason at all. 
But this law, when tested in court, 
was thrown out. Such arbitrary 
authority, said the court, was in­ 
fringement of a fund-raiser’s freedom 
of speech, imposing “a forbidden 
burden upon the liberty protected by 
the Constitution.”

Nation' s Crime Rate Drops 


WASHINGTON ( AP) - The nation’s 
crime rate dropped 7 per cent in the 
first half of this y ear, compared with 
the first six months of 19 76 , the FBI 
reported Wednesday . 
New York, Detroit, Philadelphia, 
Ix >s Ang eles, Chicag o and Boston all 
posted lower crime rates than during 
the same period a y ear ag o. 


But the trend, while encourag ing , 
was not conclusiv e. 
Rape soared 8 per cent, and assaults 
were up 4 per cent. Althoug h most big 
cities reported lower ov erall crime 
rates, Houston listed an unex plained 12 
per cent increase, and some smaller 
Sun Belt cities also had hig her crime 
rates.

The statistics are contained in the 
FBI report on the number of murders, 
rapes, assaults, robberies, burg laries,

The ov erall national crime rate for 
the first six months of 1977 was 7 per 
cent below the fig ure for the same 
period a y ear ag o. 
The FBI reports cov ering the last 
nine months hav e shown declining 
crime rates, compared with the same 
periods of the prev ious y ear. 
"This is encourag ing ev idence that 
the surg e of crime in recent y ears is 
ebbing ,” said Atty . Gen. Griffin Bell. 
“ Howev er, the number of v iolent 
crimes — those ag ainst persons — 
remains hig h.” 
The latest report showed murder 
was down 2 per cent and robbery 
dropped 5 per cent, but the number of 
assaults rose 4 per cent. 
Larceny 
showed the 
sharpest 
decline, 9 per cent. Burg lary was down 
5 per cent, and motor v ehicle theft 
dropped 2 per cent. 
The decline was reg istered in cities, 
suburbs and rural areas, but there 
were wide v ariations among cities. 
The FBI list of 166 cities with 
populations of 100,000 and ov er showed 
32 reporting rising crime rates. Most 
were in the South and Southwest. 
FBI officials speculated that last 
winter's sev ere storms and cold 
weather took criminals as well as their 
v ictims off the streets and contributed 
to the lower crime rates, particularly 
in the North. 
“ The Southern cities may hav e been 
less affected by the bad weather,” 
sug g ested one FBI statistician. 
Taken tog ether, cities of 25,000 or 
more people matched the national 7 
per cent reduction. Crime in the 
suburbs dropped by 6 per cent and in 
rural areas by 4 per cent. 
By reg ion, North Central states 
reported an 11 per cent decline. 
Northeastern states an 8 per cent drop, 
the South a 5 per cent drop and the 
West a 3 per cent decline.

Nation's Crime Rate Drops 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The nation’s 
crime rate dropped 7 per cent in the 
first half of this year, compared with 
the first six months of 1976, the FBI 
reported Wednesday. 
New York, Detroit, Philadelphia, 
Los Angeles, Chicago and Boston all 
posted lower crime rates than during 
the same period a year ago. 


But the trend, while encouraging, 
was not conclusive. 
Rape soared 8 per cent, and assaults 
were up 4 per cent. Although most big 
cities reported lower overall crime 
rates, Houston listed an unexplained 12 
per cent increase, and some smaller 
Sun Belt cities also had higher crime 
rates.

The overall national crime rate for 
the first six months of 1977 was 7 per 
cent below the figure for the same 
period a year ago. 
The FBI reports covering the last 
nine months have shown declining 
crime rates, compared with the same 
periods of the previous year. 
“This is encouraging evidence that 
the surge of crime in recent years is 
ebbing,” said Atty. Gen. Griffin Bell. 
"However, the number of violent 
crimes — those against persons — 
remains high.” 
The latest report showed murder 
was down 2 per cent and robbery 
dropped 5 per cent, but the number of 
assaults rose 4 per cent. 
Larceny 
showed the 
sharpest 
decline, 9 per cent. Burglary was down 
5 per cent, and motor vehicle theft 
dropped 2 per cent. 
The decline was registered in cities, 
suburbs and rural areas, but there 
were wide variations among cities. 
The FBI list of 166 cities with 
populations of 100,000 and over showed 
32 reporting rising crime rates. Most 
were in the South and Southwest. 
FBI officials speculated that last 
winter’s severe storms and cold 
weather took criminals as well as their 
victims off the streets and contributed 
to the lower crime rates, particularly 
in the North. 
“The Southern cities may have been 
less affected by the bad weather,” 
suggested one FBI statistician. 
Taken together, cities of 25,000 or 
more people matched the national 7 
per cent reduction. Crime in the 
suburbs dropped by 6 per cent and in 
rural areas by 4 per cent. 
By region, North Central states 
reported an 
ll per cent decline, 
Northeastern states an 8 per cent drop, 
the South a 5 per cent drop and the 
West a 3 per cent decline.

NEW YORK (AP) — “These people 
are animals,” Mike Garman, relief 
pitcher of the Los Angeles Dodgers, 
said of the unruly Yankee Stadium 
crowd after the Dodgers had leveled 
the World Series at a game apiece with 
a 6-1 victory over the New York 
Yankees Wednesday night. 
“I hope we can win the next three so 
I won’t have to come back to this place. 
We are sitting ducks out there. I’ll tell 
you the truth — I was scared to death,” 
Garman added. 
The game came close to turning into 
a fan uprising in the latter innings with 
a half-dozen spectators at various 
times running onto the field and being 
chased by security officers. 
A smoke bomb, which trailed 
streams of green smoke, was tossed 
into right-center field near the 385-foot 
mark, obscuring outfielders from the 
crowd of 56,691. 
Outfielder Reggie Smith of the 
Dodgers was struck on the head by a 
hard rubber ball as the game ended, 
and he went to the locker room com­ 
plaining of “spasms down my neck and 
back.

Data confirm that state support of 
public schools has increased from 26.4 
per vent in 1970 to an excess of 40 per 
cent for the present school year for the 
operation of schools. 
State expenditures for schools have 
more than doubled in the past six years 
from $535 million in school year 1970-71 
to $1,232 billion in school year 1976-77. 
Of the 253 tax issues on the 
November ballots, 149 are new 
operating levies; 23 are renewals; 27 
are for capital improvements or new 
building funds; 50 are bond issues; 
three are for operating levies com­ 
bined with capital improvements or 
building funds and; one is for com­ 
bination of new and renewal levy.

JERUSALEM (AP) - The Israeli 
cabinet has unanimo usly accepted the 
Ca rter a dministra tio n’s tenta tiv e 
pro po sal fo r Palestinian represen­ 
tatio n at a new Genev a peace co n­ 
ference. 
A State Department spo kesman in 
Washing to n said the Israeli decisio n 
Tuesday was a step fo rward, but he 
cautio ned that the Arab sta tes may 
demand chang es in the still-secret 
“ wo rking paper” the Israelis a c­ 
cepted. 
The key po int o f dispute is ex pected 
to be the questio n o f participatio n by 
the Palestine libera tio n Org anizatio n 
(PLQ) in the pro po sed Arab-Israeli 
peace talks. In anno uncing the Israeli 
decisio n, cabinet Secretary Arieh Nao r 
renewed Isra el’s refusal to neg o tiate 
with the PLO. 
Meanwhile, PIX) spo kesman Faruk 
Kaddumi to ld the United Natio ns 
General Assembly in New Yo rk that 
there will be “ no peace witho ut the 
Pa lestinia ns and no Pa lestinia ns 
witho ut the PLO.” He also said 
Fo reig n Minister Mo she Da y a n’s 
statement Mo nday that Israel will no t 
g iv e up the West Bank o f the Jo rdan 
and the Gaza Strip means the PLO’s 
“ armed strug g le will co ntinue.” 
The State Department spo kesman 
said the wo rking paper wo uld no w be 
presented to the Arabs fo r co n­ 
sideratio n. The pro po sal deals o nly 
with the pro cedures fo r reco nv ening 
the suspended Genev a co nference and 
no t with the substantiv e issues to be 
neg o tiated at the peace co nference. 
It is understo o d that the wo rking 
paper, co mpleted in talks between 
President Carter and Israeli Fo reig n 
Minister Mo she Day an last week, calls 
fo r a three-stag e peace co nference. 
In the o pening phase, Israel wo uld 
face a unified Arab deleg atio n in­ 
cluding Palestinian representativ es. 
The talks wo uld then break up into 
bilateral wo rking g ro ups in which 
Israel wo uld neg o tiate relev ant issues 
with each Arab state indiv idually . 
Finally , the Israelis wo uld meet with 
Jo rdan, Eg y pt and the Palestinians to 
decide the future o f the Gaza Strip and 
the West Bank.

wo rking paper specifies. The Israelis 
said recently they wo uld be willing to 
deal with Palestinian Arabs fro m the 
o ccupied territo ries and wo uld no t

But neither PLO chief Yasir Arafat 


no r his Sy rian and Eg y ptian backers 
were ex pected to ag ree to any such 
camo uflag ed representatio n.

Israeli Cabinet Accepts 
Carter Plan For Peace Talk 


JERUSALEM (AP) - The Israeli 
cabinet has unanimously accepted the 
Carter administration’s tentative 
proposal for Palestinian 
represen­ 
tation at a new Geneva peace con­ 
ference. 
A State Department spokesman in 
Washington said the Israeli decision 
Tuesday was a step forward, but he 
cautioned that the Arab states may 
demand changes in the still-secret 
“working paper” the Israelis ac­ 
cepted. 
The key point of dispute is expected 
to be the question of participation by 
the Palestine Liberation Organization 
(PLO) in the proposed Arab-Israeli 
peace talks. In announcing the Israeli 
decision, cabinet Secretary Arieh Naor 
renewed Israel’s refusal to negotiate 
with the PLO. 
Meanwhile, PLO spokesman Faruk 
Kaddumi told the United Nations 
General Assembly in New York that 
there will be “no peace without the 
Palestinians and no Palestinians 
without the PLO.” 
He also said 
Foreign Minister Moshe Dayan’s 
statement Monday that Israel will not 
give up the West Bank of the Jordan 
and the Gaza Strip means the PLO’s 
“armed struggle will continue.” 
The State Department spokesman 
said the working paper would now be 
presented to the 
Arabs for con­ 
sideration. The proposal deals only 
with the procedures for reconvening 
the suspended Geneva conference and 
not with the substantive issues to be 
negotiated at the peace conference. 
It is understood that the working 
paper, completed in talks between 
President Carter and Israeli Foreign 
Minister Moshe Dayan last week, calls 
for a three-stage peace conference. 
In the opening phase, Israel would 
face a unified Arab delegation in­ 
cluding Palestinian representatives. 
The talks would then break up into 
bilateral working groups in which 
Israel would negotiate relevant issues 
with each Arab state individually. 
Finally, the Israelis would meet with 
Jordan, Egypt and the Palestinians to 
decide the future of the Gaza Strip and 
the West Bank. 
It is not known 
what type of 
Palestinian 
representation 
the 
working paper specifies. The Israelis 
said recently they would be willing to 
deal with Palestinian Arabs from the 
occupied territories and would not 


“check their credentials,” indicating 
nor his Syrian and Egyptian bakers 
they would accept P l/) sympathizers, 
were expected to agree to any sue 
But neither PLO chief Yasir Arafat 
camouflaged representation.

Columbia Gas of Ohio announced a 
new natural gas purchase policy to 
encourage production of new Ohio gas 
and to increase the volumes of Ohio 
gas the company is able to purchase. 


The new policy was announced in a 
letter by Marvin E. White, Chairman 
of the Board of Columbia Gas of Ohio, 
delivered today to Gov. James A. 
Rhodes. 


White said this new policy “ will act 
to stimulate local production and 
provide needed winter supplies for 
Columbia of Ohio and its customers.” 
This policy increases the price 
Columbia will pay for new Ohio 
produced gas to $2.25 per 1,000 cubic 
feet for winter deliveries where gas is I 
delivered to a market Columbia of 
Ohio serves, or $1.95 per 1,000 cubic 
feet of gas for winter delivery to a 
Columbia Gas Transmission line for 


redelivery to a Columbia of Ohio 
market area.

The new policy also states that 
Columbia will pay $1.75 per 1,000 cubic 
feet where the gas company must build 
its own gaslines to the well, and will 
pay $1.75 per 1,000 cubic feet for all 
summer deliveries. 
In his letter, White told Gov. Rhodes 
that the gas company has created a 
special Ohio gas purchase team to 
make field contacts and to speed up 
purchases under the new policy. 
White also told the governor that the 
new policy could be altered by the 
results of national energy policies now 
being considered in Congress, but will 
be modified to meet federal policies 
after they are known.
